Are Homeless—Th e Sitnation

tral Tex as and th e greater part of 
W est and South west Tex as. Th ere 
is no prospect of an immediate ces­ 
sation of th e ram and th ose wh o 
h ad h oped th at th e disastrous over­ 
flows of th e Colorado and Brazos 
rivers of 1S9 9 would not te re­ 
peated admit th at th e floods are 
certain to occur. 
In fact, th e ^'^razos river h as al­ 
ready inund ited 
jltivated bot­ 
toms for a 
• f nearly 2CO 
miles south of Waco, wh ile th e 
Colorado river h as risen more th an 
forty feet at Bastrop, Lagrange 
and oth er points below th ere, and 
th e plantations in th e valley are 
being overflowed. 
Th e improvements wh ich h ave 
been made in th e Brazos bottoms 
since th e last ^disastrous overflow 
are being swept away and th ou.« - 
ands of families of negroes employ ­ 
ed on 
th eir 
plantations will be 
h omeless if th e flood reach es th e

ex pected. 
Many 
negroes h ave already abandoned 
th eir h omes and sough t safety ou 
h igh er ground.

Twenty Two Peo ple Wo unded 
in Miners’ Rio t. 


TWO MEN WERE KILLED. 


Tro o ps 
Were Ordered Out at Mid- 
u ig h t to Quell the Disturbance 
at Shenando ah, Fa. 


A reig n of terror compared with 
which the scenes enacted during 
the riots of 19 00 seem insig nificant 
holds Shenandoah, 
Pa,, 
in its 
g rasp. 
Since 6 o’clock Wednesday even­ 
ing Center street, which is one of 
the principal streets of the town, 
has been in the hands of an infuri­ 
ated mob. 
Two of the boroug h 
policemen were shot—^one perhaps 
fatally . 
Joseph Beddal, a leading 
merchant and cousin of Sheriff 
Beddel, was brutally clubbed to 
death, and a score of strikers were 
shot by policemen, and it is ex­ 
pected that many deaths will re­ 
sult. 
Sher» tf 
Beddal 
arrived 
from 
Pottsville at 7 :45 o’clock with a 
posse of deputies and tcok up his 
headquarters at the Ferg uson ho­ 
tel,which was surrounded by sev­ 
eral thousand men. 
He stated 
that he had asked Gov. Stone to 
send the militia. 
The g overnor 
wired that if the citizens of the 
town petitioned for 
troops 
he 
would send them. 
A petition was 
then circulated for that purpose. 
The trouble started about 
6 
o’clock Wednesday evening , when 
Deputy Sheriff Thomas Beddal at­ 
tempted to escort two nonunion 
workers throug h the strikers’ liue 
of pickets. 
The workmen, were 
dressed in their street clothes, but 
one of them carried a bundle un­ 
der his arm, and this aroused the 
suspicion cf the strikers. 
The 
bundle w^as torn from 
him, 
and 
when it was found to contain a 
blouse and overalls the man was 
taken from the deputies and beaten 
almost to death. 
In the meantime Beddal opened

of the shots took effect, one man 
being shot in the leg and the other 
in the foot. 
The deputy and the

and took refug e in the Philadel­ 
phia and Reading rai road depot. 
The depot was soon surrounded by 
an ang ry mob of 5,000, which was 
becoming more threatening and 
demonstrative every moment. 
Joseph Beddal, a hardware mer­ 
chant and brother of the deputy 
sheriff', was seen making his way 
throug h the crowd in an effort to 
reach iiis brother, and the mob 
divining that he was carry ing am­ 
munition t> those inside the depot, 
seized inm 
u d be it !nm with clubs 
and bilhes into instnsibility . 
He 
died en rou^e 
to 
the 
mineis’ 
hospital. 
Shortly 
after tins 
tiie 
entire 
boroug li pol’.ce force arrived on the 
scene and 
escorted the deputy 
sheriff and his men to an eng ine 
which had been backed into the 
depot for that purpose. 
W hen the 
mob realized that their prey was 
about to escape, they surrounded 
the eng ine and the eng ineer was 
afraid to move. 
In a few mo­ 
ments, however, the police fired a 
volley , dispersing the crowd for a 
brief period, 
and 
the eng ineer 
turned on full steam and g ot away . 
Stones were Ihrowm thick and 
fast about the heads nf the police, 
whereuDon Chief John Fry g ave 
he order to fire. 
A t the first vol- 
ey the mob fell back and several 
men were seen to fall. 
The re­ 
treat, however, was but momentary . 
They turned and with revolvers, 
stones and even a few shotg uns 
charg ed on the little band of po- 
icemen and made them fly for 
their lives. 
Tiie policemen turned 
in their flig ht at short intervals and 
fired volley after vol’ey at their 
merciless pursuers, but the mob 
seemed thoroug hly infuriated and 
revolvers seemed to have no terrors 
for them. 
W hen the Lehig h railroad cross­ 
ing was reached a passing freig ht 
train blocked the prog ress of tlie 
police, two of whom were caug ht 
and brutally beaten. 
One of them, 
Stiney Yacopsky , will die. 
It is estimated that upwards of 
1,000 shots were fired, and the 
wmnder is that more fatalities did 
not result. 
Twenty strikers, all of 
whom were foreig ners, were shot 
and at least two of them 
will 
die. 
Many of the merchants and pol­ 
iticians refused to sig n the call for 
troops, fearing that the miners will 
boy cott them after the trouble, but 
at 
midnig ht 
the 
Eig hth 
and 
Twelfth reg iments were ordered to 
the scene. 


A case has been docketed in the 
United States supreme court in­ 
tended to test the rig ht of munici­ 
pal corporations to prohibit the 
sale of intoxicating liquor to fe­ 
males. 
The case is that of Daniel Cronin 
ag ainst the city of Denver, CoJ. 
Cronin is the owner of a saloon, 
and opened a wineroom for wom­ 
en. 
The record shows that he 
asked for an injunction to restrain 
the city from enforcing an ordi­ 
nance prohibiting the maintenance 
of such a place for females, claim­ 
ing that the law is unconstitutional 
because 
it discriminates ag ainst 
w’omen, and also because it de­ 
prives him of property without due 
process of law. 
He contended that he had as 
much rig ht to sell liquor to women 
IS to men and that they have as 
much rig ht to drink as men have. 
He also referred to tLv circum­ 
stances that equal sufTrag e prevails 
in Colorado, and arg ued that since 
women had been g iven the rig ht of 
suffrag e they stand on 
the same 
fcoting ill ail respects v/ith men 
and 
iiccce “ are entitled 
to the 
pursuit of happiness, and the same 
rational enjoy ment as their broth- 
A 9 
ers. 
The district court upheld this 
contention, but the finding was 
overruled by the state supreme 
court.

Sedalia is the natural 
for the zinc smelter for 
Missouri, being easily accessible 
from the Raymond and Fortuna 
districts, which the eastern gentle­ 
men have examined and for which 
they intend to erect the plant.. 
A gentleman who has been told 
of the plans for the smelter has 
informed the 
D e m o crat 
that the 
intentions of the capitalists are to 
have the plant in operation in 
time to catch the first of the ship- 
mentb from both districts, which 
are now being rapidly developed, 
and that their representatives will 
soon he in Central Missouri. 
The first requirements for the 
location will 
be cheap fuel, of 
which there is acknowledged to be 
an abundant supply around Seda­ 
lia, and for the transportation of 
which 
it h'is been 
proposed to 
build electric lines radiating from 
this city. 
W ith such a plant in contempla­ 
tion, there could be no more oppor­ 
tune time th >.n the present to begin 
work, and thus be able to give as­ 
surances that this city could supply 
the fuel at a cheap figure. 
The owners of mines in Benton 
c o u n t y ,particularly in the Raymond 
district, are preparing to commence 
the shipment of ore as soon as the 
narrow gauge is made standard 
gauge, and nothing would please 
them better than to have a smelter 
located in this city, and thus cut 
down a long and expensive haul. 
It is expected that the Fortuna 
output will also reach large propor­ 
tions. 
The location of the smelter here 
would mean much to Sedalia, and 
there seems to be no doubt but that 
it will come here if inducements 
are offered.
